WASHINGTON, February 5.—The Ha- 


waiian debate again occupied the at- 
teiilion of ttie houee, n night session be- 
ing held to permit speeches by those 
who desired to talk but who otherwise 
would not have had an opportunity on 
account of tho limited time allowed. 
The debate is attracting much Ions at- 
tention in the house than waa antici- 
pated. This is perhaps partly duo lo 
the abandonment ol the policy of restor- 
ation by tlie administration and partly 
to the fact that the long tariff debate 
hassurleitcd the house. The principal 
speeches today wore made by Johnson 
of Indiana, Uoutclle and Patterson of 
Tennessee, ami lllack of Illinois. 


The Hawaiian debate waa resumed by 


.Horse (Republican of Massachusetts), 
who hail live miimt.es, but before be had 
proceeded one, Oiithwnite (Democrat of 
Ohio) called him to order for unparlia- 
mentary language. 
The -language to 


which Outhwaite objected was as fol- 
lows- "Strange to tell, at tho command 
of their master, the great Grovcr Clove- 
land, his euckoos in the bouse and Ben- 
ale, staunch southern Democrats, who 
are the loudest shouters for a whiUi

Pursuers. 


MOKltKLL TAKES A HAND IN IT 


Deputies Sheriff Tiiumins and JBoytf 


Exchange Shots With the 


Bandits. 


An encounter between Evaus and 


Morrell and two of their pursuers took 
place Sunday morning at 10.30 o'clock at 


place in Tulare county named Slick 


[took. Twenty-five or more whuts were 
fired, most of them by the bandits, and 
owing to the poor marksmanship dis- 
played by both sides, no one was hurt. 
tt may be stated in extenuation, how- 
iver, that both bandits and ollicers fired 
rather rapidly. 


Deputy Sheriffs L. I'. Timmins and C. 


M. Boyd are the oflicers who took part 
in this skirmish, which may turn out to 


the predecessor of an early and 


bloody fight. The .ollicera mentioned 
aave been out for several weeks hunt- 
ing for the bandits. At the time stated 
yesterday morning Timmins and Boyd 
wore d riving in a cart from Camp 
Badger to Auckland, n distance of about 


n miles. 
When they reached Slick Rock, a lo- 


cality about fourteen miles east of 
Dinubn, Tiinrmns nlighted. This was 
about a mile "from the ranch of a man 
named St. Clair, for which Timmins 
itarted across lots, intending to meet 
Uoyd further down the road. 


As Boyd drove over the hill and began 


;ho descent Tiinmins saw two men come 
out of St. Clair's house. Both were 
armed with, rifles nnd Timrains being 
some 400 yards distant supposed they 
vere other oflicers. A minute later he 
icard one of the men call to Bo,d and 
then a shot was lired. The man who 
called to Boyd was Evans, who invited 
F!IC officer to come in and have a social 
me. 
Boyd recognized the bandits and 


grabbed his gun, upon which Evans 
opened fire on him. Morrell also lired 
i bhot or two at the officer. Boyd's 
"lorsc became unmanageable nnd when 
ie returned fire the bullets failed to find 
,heir billets. About live shots were 
lired at Boyd by the bandits. He passed 
Jiem at a distance of fifty yards. 


Timmins took in the situation after 


,hu first shot was fired. He fired at the 
mid its in order to draw their attention 
'roin Boyd and met with great success. 
They turned toward Thinning, who was 
crossing eumu open country to get to n 
loint where he could shoot with better 
jffect, but Evans and Morrell kept up 
such a livclv fusilade that he had to seek 
shelter. 


Both Boyd and Timmins tried to 


uake a junction, but tho bandits were 
jetwccn them and prevented it. AH 
the advantage was with Evans and Mor- 
rell, who dodged behind tlio brush and 
rocks as they skirted tho crest of the 
lilt, firing ut Tinnnins, who was below 
Jiem. Tho latter had to abandon pur- 
miit, and securing a conveyance hastily 
drove to Kcedley, from where be tele- 
graphed to Sheriff Scott the particulars 
of the encounter. 


lloyd drove on to Dhmbia nnd also 


telephoned to the sheriff. Ho 
hud 


a hard time of it with his horse, which 
was frightened by the shots nnd became 
unmanageable, smashing the cart con- 
siderably. 
Timmina tired sqven shots 


nt the bandits, who sent about twenty in 
Timmins' direction. 
Boyd afterward 


drove over to Reedley and joined Tim- 
mins. 


As soon as the sheriff heard the news 


lie made preparations to join the officers. 
Ho and Hi Ilanclju, both armed with 
Winchesters and revolvers, took tho 5.30 
train Sunday afternoon • for Sanger. 
They were joined there bv Fred Smart 
and nt Reedley by Ed Mllea and Tim- 
minsand Boyd. It wr.s the intention of 
the sheriff to at onco push on-to Slick 
Rock nnd take up thy trail of the rob- 
bers from St. Clair's place. 


It is believed by those who know 


Boyd well that if he liad not been handi- 
capped by n fractious horse the light 
would have resulted differently. 
He is 


in ex-confederate soldier and can stand 
lire. He conducted a gun store hero for 
some time and was considered a very 
clever and quick man with arms. Tim- 
mina was also at a great disadvantage 
and did well considering this fact. 


A good deal has been said about the 


ljundits' recklessness, tho way they sep- 
iratu thtiintiolycs from tlieir arms, thuir 
tpparcntlack of watchfulness, etc. It 
is very plain, however, that tin's in all 
assumed, and that it would not be well 
for any one In attempt to take ndvaii- 
;age 
of tlieir Koeming 
cnri'lussnoss, 


riioiigh bold, they certainly are on their 
•unrd, which is amply provi'd bv Sun- 
lay's incident. 


Evans and Morrell wore at the ranch 


of a man named Curtis on the udgo of 
tho plains about twelve miles east of 
Reedley on Fridav, and arc said to have 
remained all night theie. The same 
afternoon they were seen near William 
Adams' ranch in the vicinity of Stone 
Corral by a rancher named March. 
Evans told March he was anxious to 
meet Tom Burns, who was tho only 
man against whom, March says, Evans 
talked about bitterly. On Saturday the 
bandits appeared at Ctmrchill-'s place, 
fourteen miles from Yisnlia. 


Fulton G. Berry returned yesterday 


From a trip to Squaw Valley. Ho went to 
Eli Dowmng's place, where Evans and 
Morrell visited a week ago yesterdny. 
Mr. Berry says the Downings told him 
Evans' false hand appeared to be a very 
convenient affair, for he could in some 
way move tho thumb and handle things 
quite well. 
It is strapped onto the 


stump, tho straps reaching 
to the 


shoulder. The hand is covered with a 
glove. 


Kvans nnd his partner are now in a 


strip of country where they have many 
friends. It is believed by some that he 
will make no effort to leave the country. 
Ho is a fatalist and, it is said, acknowl- 
edges that he will bo brought down at 
last. He baa a better chance for living 
longer where he ia now than bo would 
have by leaving this partof the country. 
It Is also considered doubtful that he 
will go up tho mountains further where 
there is snow nnd where it would bo 
easier to track them. 


Everyone was at a tension yesterday, 


expeclinjr to hear that a. fight bad oc- 
curred. There was a rumor in the after- 
noon that another encounter had taken 
dace nnd that Boyd had been killed. 
.mt it was without foundation. 
Sheriff 


Scott will make n vigorous pursuit, and 
it is quite likely that more important 
news will bo heard soon.

THE SCHOOL mSTJUCT PLAN OF 


AGITATION. 


A I'omiliiit' Excuse for Hie Action 


of Commission Puckers in 


SliLHjjIiteriii£ 1'riceH. 


UIMTOU IlHi'uitucAx:—I listened with 


satisfaction to tho suggestions made to 
tlio raisin growers last Saturday by Mr. 
Johnson and Mr. AdaniB and buliovo 
much good will result if the people will 
promptly unite upon some such plan as 


While I do not think it worth while 


to waste time lambasting the commis- 
sion pucker, I do not agree with Mr. 
Johnson when ho stated that they had 
done the best they could, unless ho 
means "tlic best they could for them- 
selves." 


If the raisin grower would stop to 


reason on the matter ho would see that 
he, and not they, are to blame, for it is 
directly against the packers' interest to 
deal honestly with tho grower under 
tho present method. 


To illustrate: Last August tho pack- 


ers met and fixed uniform rates for pack- 
ing and minimum prices on grades of 
goods. They have faithfully maintained 
charges for packing and persistently 
slaughtered 
prices. 
Two days after 


they formed this compact J. K. Armsby 
& Co. were offering goods in the eastern 
market below compact prices for the 
purpose of gobbling up the early trade, 
and this firm was only a few liours 
ahead of other firms in tho compact in 
this move, 
as they woro all very 
"speedy." 


And, for this reason, the ra'e for 


stemming and sacking was $7.50 per 
ton. Raisins were stemmed with hand 
steinmers run by man power this Ben- 
sou for-$1.50 per ton, and even lower. 
That means nt least $(> per ton profit to 
the packer. Suppose, to illustrate, the 
goods are rated by the compact at 4 
cents, or $80 per ton, the packer would 
receive $(S prolit on stemming nnd $4 on 
commissions, making in all $10 per ton, 
that is if he maintains prices. But sup- 
suppose lie is "speedy," and geta in and 
sells three tons by cutting prices 1 cent 
per pound, or at $00 per ton, how docs 
his account stand now? Will ho not 
have made $18 net on stemming those 
those throe tons, and besides has $1) to 
the good on commissions, innkin- in nil 
$27 profit, as against $10 by the other 
method. 
How does any grower seri- 


ously expect the commission packer to 
be honest, atthe losing ratio of 10 to 27? 
1 don't. The commission packer cannot 
afford to bo honest. 


Years ago, beforo there were apiaries 


on these plains, tho honey business wan 
u go-as-yuu-pleaeo with regard to size of 
frames, 
grading, etc. Through the 


Tliurhurs—commission men 
of 
New 


York—thie matter was brought under 
thuir control, uniform si7.es and grades 
adopted, and since then 
intelligible 


quotations may bo had on honoy. 


The raisin business must be in like 


manner reduced toui.iform grades and 
handled under one control on some pi; 
similar to those suggested by Mr. Adui... 
and Air. Johnson, nnd that plan must 
bo inaugurated at once. 


Tho plan of school district organiza- 


tion miggeHted by ono grower hint Kntnr- 
day fiouns the most reasonable, for this 
matter must, be accomplished by ngitn* 
lion and tho approval of tho growers. 
If each school district should reluct two 
or three of its best business men as dele- 
gates to a convention to meet capable 
miHlncHB men and formulate a phin for 
general co-opei-ation, much could be ac- 
complished. 


Theso delegates could at 
meetings 


held at the school house obtain tho 
vlows of tlio growers, and as tho con- 


vention would lead to a series of meet- 
ings they could from time to time re- 
port to their constituents in the school 
district, nrougo interest nnu secure bur- 


loniotiH acUon. 
Tliis movement requires the aid of the 


best mercantile and linunciorhig intelli- 
gence in tho land. We, growers, are 
not capable of handling it in all its do' 
tails. The State Fruit Exchange com- 
mands itself as n prime necessity, nnd 
beside this we must have the local, co- 
operative organiwition for raisins exclu- 
sively, with the warehouse feature sug- 
gested by J. W. Reese, in TJIK KKI'UIIU-

The other end of this ditch is 
out on the parched plain. The Summit 
Lake company will obtain 25,000 acres 
of railroad land at the nominal price of 
$5.20 per acre as 20011 as they succeed m 
placing water thtru-jr.. At ;tU impossi- 
ble to get this water except under rights 
vested in the Sunset irrigation district, 
a great effort is being made to get con- 
trol of the latter before the option on the 
land expires.
